(b.)  Road  No.  25  known  as  the  Cross  road  or  the 

Hanson  road, 
(c.)  Road  No.  27  known  as  the  Bear  Rock  road  and 

being  that  portion  of  this  road  North  of  the 

Frederick  Rainville  buildings. 

(d.)  Road  No.  37  known  as  the  Belvelle  road.

of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

47.  To  see  if  the  Town  wi^  vote  to  aiirtfiiorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  the  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town 
in  aniticipation  of  taxes,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  at  public  auction  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds,  or  owned  by  the 
Town  or  any  agency  thereof,  and  until  such  sale  is  made, 
to  adminisiter  the  property  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

To  see  if  the  Town,  will  vote  to  accept,  ratify  and  con- 
firm the  reports  of  Agents,  Selectmen,  Auditors,  and  all 
other  Town  Officers,  as  contained  in  the  Annual  B^>ort 
of  the  said  Town  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1972.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  coopera- 
tive State-Town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
appointed  by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Dev- 
elopment upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the 
State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for 
fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State 
shares  equally  with  the  Town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest 
fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are 
charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further 
provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs, 
fire  training  for  town  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up 
equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden  controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except 
backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a 
fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  ob- 
tain a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  be- 
tween 9:00  a.m.  and  5^00  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining,  ex- 
cept for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can 
be  an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once 
allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  dev- 
astating force.   Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

REPORT  OF  SERVICE  RENDERED  IN  THE  TOWN  OF 
COLEBROOK  1972 

Meratal  health  services  for  the  town  of  Oolebrook  were  sagnifi- 
eantly  expianded  during  the  past  year  -  both  looimiseling  inmvid- 
uals  and  familes,  and  services  ix)  >ohiildren  in  the  Coleibrook 
ssch'ools. 

Sevenity-iseven.  Coleibrook  residents  received  oounselinig,  either 
lat  the  Coleibrook  office  or  in  their  homes,  and  the  schools  haive 
ibeen  visited  frequently  to  develop  plans  for  as:sisting  students 
with  problems.  Among  the  services  being  given  to  students  are 
psychological  evaluations;  individual  icounseling;  counseling 
with  families,  either  lat  school,  home  or  in  the  clinic  office. 
Plans  for  (helping  the  child  in  the  classroom  are  discussed  with 
the  taedher  and  witih  other  helping  faigencies  sueh  as  special 
education  and  the  school  nurse. 

Because  (the  agency  is  looaUy  based  and  operated,  patients 
can  be  helped  quickly,  with  the  result  that  very  few  residentis 
need  to  go  on  to  New  Hampshire  Hospital  or  other  resources 
out  of  the  area. 

Oolebrook's  contribution  to  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Mental 
Healtb  Service  helps  in  obtaining  miatching  funds  from  state 
iand  other  sources;  and  it  msures  that  the  staff  is  consistently 
available  when  needed.  Costs  are  kept  at  a  minimum  without 
impairmg  quality  of  care;  and  per  capita  costs  for  our  area 
are  far  ibelow  those  of  other  rural  mental  health  agencies. 

Upper  Connecticut  VaUey  Mental  Health  Service,  Inc.  meets 
aU  state  and  professional  standards  for  such  programs  and  is 
ia  fuU  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Commun- 
ity Mental  Health  Agencies.

REPORT  OF  SERVICES 

With  ,the  fini'Sh  of  1972  ad  the  .end  'of  our  second  year  of  pro- 
viding service  you  should  know  iwhat  health  servioes  have  been 
rendered  to  you  andyouxs  iby  the  many  health  team  workers  of 
Upper  Comnedacut  Valley  Hospiital. 

The  ihospital  served  941  of  you  as  in-patoenits  and  1,850  of  you 
las  out-patients.  Ninety-^ight  new  citizens  were  bom  there  In 
addition  to  .a  full  range  of  services  1971  it  added  a  cororiiary 
'care  unit  in  July  .and  -a  Physical  Therapy  Dept.  in  Octoiber, 

Your  hospital  working  with  selectmien  helped  to  form  first 
an  Ambulance  Coordinating  Board  which  led  to  an  official  am- 
bulance district  A-1,  the  second  one  in  New  Hampshire  with 
three  companies  in  Pittsburg,  'Coiebrook,  Stratford.  Using  the 
hospital  line  of  credit,  gifits  from  generous  donors,  (towns  and 
individuals)  and  state  funds  the  district  now  has  or  will  have 
by  the  end  of  January  capatal  equipmient  of  four  ambulances 
and  la  complete  radio  sysitem  valued  lat  over  $25,000.00  It's  all 
paid  for  except  for  $7,000.00.  To  operate  (the  system  the  fees 
were  not  enough  and  the  selectmen  agreed  to  ask  for  tax  sup- 
port in  1973  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  person.  It  now  appears 
that  the  service  can  come  withiai  $2,400.00  of  ibreaking  even 
without  tax  ihelp.  If  we  can  get  contributions  or  promise  of  them 
prior  to  town  meeting,  we  will  withdraw  our  article  requesting 
tax  support  at  every  town  meeting. 

Your  hospital  association  sponsored  a  ^home  health  agency 
known  as  CONVALESCE  which  openied  on  December  1,  1972. 
It  provides  temporary  nursing,  physical  therapy  and  other 
(health  services  in  the  home.  It  is  located  in  a  rent  free  office 
in  the  hospital  and  adds  greatly  to  the  range  of  health  services 
aivailable  to  you.  CONVALESCE  will  not  be  asking  yiou  for  tax 
support  in  1973. 

Your  hospital  associatioii  has  just  began  a  3/ears  study  to  see 
if  a  prepaid  group  miedicine  practice  using  our  local  physicians 
as  the  base  could  work  in  toe  Coiebrook  region.  You  wiM  be 
contacted  during  1973  for  your  thoughts  and  ideas  laibout  this 
new  way  of  delivering  more  health  care  at  a  lower  cost  to  all 
concerned.  This  study  is  federally  funded  and  will  not  ask  for 
any  local  tax  dollars. 

Your  doctors  of  the  area  together  Avith  the  hospital  trustees 
!and  administration  have  been  working  actively  the  last  six 
months  on  a  search  for  new  qualified  doctors  to  locate  full  time 
here.  The  effort  is  encoura^ng  and  we  have  great  hopes  for 
results  within  six  months. 

Your  auxiliary  (the  second  largest  in  New  Hampsihire)  has  al- 
ready proved  its  great  value  in  taking  the  hospital  story  from 
the  inside  to  all  who  wiU  listen  -  also  they  raised  and  donated 
over  $5,200.00  toward  radio  equipment. 
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Your  miipaid  Trasteies  and  Directors  have  •ni'et  every  month, 
sometimies  more  often  to  offer  their  talent  land  experience. 

A  new  enterpirise  lifce  tMs  has  a  rocky  road  to  go  for  the  first 
five  years.  Two  years  have  passed.  The  iroad  is  stil  rough  but 
getting  smoother.  We  look  forward  to  the  remaining  towns  to 
join  the  leighit  that  have  paid  in  fuU  their  cost  share  of  con- 
structing the  hospital.  The  hospital  has  not  and  hopefully  will 
not  ibe  asking  you  for  tax  suipport  to  operate  ithe  hospital. 

This  is  only  true  toeoause  of  the  hug©  amount  of  support,  ideas, 
dolars  from  a  large  number  of  you. 

TMs  just  couldn't  happen  in  the  city;  here  we  should  never 
take  it  lor  granted.  We  don't  -  but  we're  'suire  glad  all  of  you 
ane  the  way  you  are.
